etriot application to the Ordinances appertaining thereto, the Council IB with-
out power, exoept by amendment or repeal of the ordinances applicable thereto,
to grant a permit or permission in the instance above stated.

I find, however, that it has been the practice of the City Council on
several occasions to grant permissions of this character by resolution to that
effect, such practice having been indulged in b ythe Wooldridge Administration,
and it seems by this that the former members of the Council felt that they had
the power to grant such permits when the special occasion warranted it, but in
doing so, from my inspection of the ordinances, I am compelled to oay that I
find no authority to support their action*
